284 ANACS 1860-S XF 40. The 1860-S is one of the great 
underappreciated rarities in the three-dollar series. Its 
mintage is misleading as almost 2,600 pieces were melted in 
1869 of this date. It is an important condition rarity that is 
rare in XF and very rare in AU with only a couple of strict 
mint state pieces believed known. This coin has unusually 
bright surfaces, a few marks scattered over each side, and is 
weakly impressed on the bow knot as always. Trends $2,200. 

285 NGC 1874 AU 58. Lustrous and sharply struck, just a whisper 
away from full mint state. An excellent type coin. 

286 NGC 1874 AU 58. A trifle softly struck on the lower reverse 
with rich orange-gold color and a few small abrasions 
scattered over the surfaces. 

287 PCGS 1878 MS 61. Clean for the grade and sharply struck 
with deep orange-gold color, just not quite lustrous enough to 
grade any higher. 

288 NGC 1879 MS 63. Fully lustrous with much deep reddish 
color over each side. There are a number of small, but 
noticeable abrasions on the obverse. 

289 PCGS 1880 AU 65. The 1800 three-dollar boasts an 
impressively low mintage of only 1,000 pieces. It is, however, 
not quite as scarce as the mintage might indicate as the date 
was hoarded by John Beck and others. Still, it is an elusive 
and very popular issue. This is a well struck piece with light 
color that shows the curious intermingling of frost and

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prooflikeness in the fields this date (and several others in the 
series) is known for.

290 PCGS 1886 AU 50. A scarce and, for some inexplicable 

Only 1,000 
pieces were struck and the 1886 is rarer than all the other 
dates from the 1880s except the 1881. Light signs of 
circulation can be seen and the fields still retain much of the 
original prooflikeness, a trait common to virtually all '86 
threes. Trends $1,950. 


PROOF THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

291 PCGS 1887 PR 64. A magnificent high grade proof three that 
only shows a few minute hairlines on each side. The surfaces 
are deeply mirrored and exude a warm reddish-orange glow 
and there is a modest amount of contrast between the fields 
and devices on each side. One of the higher mintage dates in 
the series of proof threes, yet not really all that available, 
especially in high grade. Population: 17 in 64, 9 finer. 

292 PCGS 1887 PR 64. Incredibly, a second example of this 
popular proof three. This piece has deep orange-gold color, 
tending toward the reddish side of the spectrum, with a couple 
of pale specks of lilac on the reverse. There is a bit of a "halo" 
effect in the fields, similar to that seen on 1887 proof threes, 
which is actually mint caused porosity in the planchet. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

293 NGC 1805 MS 61. For the collector who wants a clean early 
half eagle, this may well be the piece. It does not have quite 
enough luster to grade higher, but the surfaces overall are 
exceptionally clean. The strike is sharp on the hair curls and 
the breast feathers are fully defined as well. Light reddish 
color can be seen in the fields, giving the coin a pleasing, yet 
subtle, contrast against the pale greenish-gold of the planchet. 
Trends $6,150 in MS 60. 

294 PCGS 1807 Bust Right MS 62. First year of issue for John 
Reich's Bust Left design and always in demand by collectors as 
a type coin. This piece, of course, is far above average for the 
date which is usually only seen in XF condition. Fully lustrous 
throughout, the strike is complete in all areas, showing none 
of the usually encountered flatness at the lower rims. Lightly 
abraded, the most obvious mark being a tiny planchet flake on 
the lower cheek of Liberty. Population: 12 in 62, 16 finer. 

295 PCGS 1809/8 MS 61. Fully detailed in all areas of the design, 
there are no objectionable marks on either side, and the 
devices are accented with a deep reddish patina that is most 
attractive. A lovely mint state example of the Reich design for 
the half eagle. 

296 PCGS 1810 Small Date. Large 5 AU 58. A rare variety and 
a notable coin in this grade. Well struck with a pronounced 
greenish-gold color, missing just a bit of luster in the fields. 
Trends $3,350 in AU 50, $6,650 in MS 60. 

297 PCGS 1811 MS 62. Small 5. As a date, the 1811 is a median 
rarity as an issue in this briefly minted series, but of course, is 
a considerable rarity in strict mint condition. The obverse 
devices are razor sharp and there are no singly distracting 
blemishes on either side. Rich greenish-gold color overall with 


a hin t, of reddish peripheral patina. Population: 13 in 62, 8 
finer. 

298 NGC 1812 MS 63. Final year of the type and one of the more 
popular dates in the Bust Left series. This is an especially 
choice example that is clean and problem-free with excellent 
mint luster. The only detracting feature we can find is a 
softness of detail on the eagle's neck, left wing, and leg. Sure 
to be of great interest to the many collectors of early U.S. gold. 
Population: 4 in 63, only 1 finer.

A diagonal scratch across the 
shield on the reverse prevents a higher grade, but all in all a 
lovely mint state example of this popular and short-Uved 
design type. Population: 13 in 62, 18 finer. 

302 NGC 1835 VF 30. 

303 NGC 1836 VF 20. 

304 NGC 1836 XF 40. There are several streaks of reddish color on 
each side. 

305 PCGS 1836 MS 63. A charming example of this rare type coin 
in min t, state. The devices are fully struck in all areas and the 
surfaces overall are clean, showing no obvious marks, and a 
moderate yellow-gold color throughout. Population: 7 in 63, 9 
finer. 

A rarely seen 
variety and sure to be of interest to the many collectors of this 
short series.

The more common of the 
two varieties, yet, still a very scarce coin that is normally not 
seen better than the present example. Sharply struck 
throughout with even the eagle's left leg showing complete 
definition. Lightly marked. Trends $1,400 in XF 40, 4,750 in 
AU 50. 

310 NGC 1845 XF 45. Breen-6556, Partly Repunched Date. Well 
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311 NGC 1846 AU 58. Large Date. Well struck with some light, 
variegated color. The more common of the two varieties but 
still very scarce in or near mint state. 

312 PCGS 1846-0 AU 50. Sharply struck and showing none of the 
usual softness of detail on the hair curls or the E in LIBERTY 
Bright, semi-prooflike fields and minimally abraded, this issue 
is rarely seen above XF. A premium example whose only flaw 
seems to be a couple of small horizontal marks in the left 
obverse field. Well worth pursuing for the advanced collector.

One of the more commonly encountered 
D-mint fives that is almost always found softly struck in the 
centers.

Light marks pepper each side of this 
original piece. Occasionally obtainable but not certainly not a 
common date. Trends $575.

320 PCGS 1855 MS 61. A solid and attractive mint state example 
of this scarcer Philadelphia issue. Well struck throughout, the 
only softness of note is a slight bit on the plumage of the eagle. 
Clean for the grade with excellent luster. Population. 2 in 61, 2 
finer.

An astonishingly rare coin that 
is prohibitively rare above the VF level and unknown finer 
than AU 50. lightly abraded on the obverse with traces of red 
around the devices on that side as well.

337 PCGS 1866-S Motto AU 50. *****NOTE: This is a MOTTO 
coin with an insert that reads NO MOTTO.***** Although the 
mintages are quite different, the overall scarcity of the S-mint 
No Motto and Motto coins are similar, but there are a few 
more Motto pieces extant in high grade. This is a well struck 
coin with light reddish color and no offending marks on either 
side. Very scarce in strict AU, only 2 coins have been certified 
higher, an AU 55 and an AU 58. Trends $4,750 in XF 40 but 
unlisted any finer. 
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338 ANACS 1867-S Fine 12. A scarce S-mint five that is almost 
always found in low grades. Since last November, including 
this coin, we have auctioned a total of four of these coins and 
the highest grade was a Fine 15! This piece is well worn but 
original with much deep reddish color surrounding the 
devices. Trends $475. 

339 NGC 1872-S MS 61. To the best of our knowledge this is the 
finest example known of this rare date. The '72-S is difficult in 
full XF and this is the only mint state coin certified by either 
of the major grading services. Deep orange-gold color 
characterize this coin and there are a few minor abrasions on 
each side, but none are distracting. Slight softness of the 
central details are noted. Trends $5,500 in AU 50, unlisted any 
finer.
